The price of paper has 
alleu.one-third, while wages have dou- 
led. The European plants are not so 
regressive as those iu this country. 
?hey depend too much upon manual la- 
3or. In the United Stales the mamifac- 
urers have substituted machinery for 
and work, oud as a result of tho de- 
rease in the number of their employees 
re enabled to pay high,wages. 
Attention has recently benu called to 


he utility of n little known species of 
iaper called the boabab, or Ansoi;ia. 
t is made from the wood of tl:o boabab 
reef which is a native of west Africa, 
md is known thera as the "monkey 
iread tree." It is found in Abyssinia, 
Senegal and south of Goyo rivor. It is 
if low growth nnd has a very think 
rank. 
While it rarely attains a height 


of 25 feet, the trunk is usually SO to 25 
eet iu diameter. .The branches are pen- 
dulous aud bear au edible fruit. The in- 
ner bark of this tree is very fibrous. It 
s nsed for making enperior wrapper pa- 
pers, which have great tenacity. 
Whou 


he inner bark is stripped from the tree, 


fresh growth supplants that taknu 


away, and in a couple of yearn the tree 
s again in normal condition. The bsrk 
,s peeled off bnt once in four years. 


The latest addition to the paper in- 


dustry is a sanitary note paper which 
s claimed to bo gerrnproof.: It has long 
been known that letters frequently 
spread infections diseases by means of 
he germs that contaminite tl.-e paper. 
An English firm has produced a paper 
which is impregnated with an antiseptic 
substance which kills all germs that 
may come in contact with the paper. If 
;his paper proves to be what tho proprie- 
;ors claim, it is certainly a meritorious 
uvention and will beeorno generally 
nsed by hospitals aud during tho rage of 
future epidemics. 


Chinese and Japanese papers have 


oug been noted for their quality. It has 
recently beeu ascertained, however, that 
even finer grades are produced iu Korea. 
,Jne eminent authority states that "the 
Korean paper excels tho very lest that 
is made in China and Japan." It is 
manufactured entirely by manual labor. 
No machinery whatever is employed. 
For the better grades the bark of the 
Broussonetia papyrifera is used. This is 
gathered ia the spring of the year.It is 
placed in water, raised with svood ash 
83 and is then beaten until it is reduced 
to a thick pulp, which is dipped^put in 
good sized ladles and spread out in thin 
sheets upon bamboo frames, A different 
grade of paper is made from fragments 
of bark, which are trodden under foot 
in a manner similar to that employed in 
the grape presses iu some,-countries. 
This process of making the pulp is very 
tedious, but it possesses the great meril 
of preserving the fibers intact and not 
breaking them, as is done when ma- 
chinery is used. Tto jnilp is then meta- 
morphosed into paber,: and the sheets 
are stacked up ;in piles fiis tet high aud 
out into pieces,"; Tbcu the pilfis of paper 
aro«coiipressea by.tbBetumpjng of feet.

ing expenses when a meeting becomes 
necessary, and a meeting is only neces 
sary when a portion of the community 
is threatened with an epidemic. 


Having the power to declare a plac 


in quarantine when the occasion seem 
to justify it, enables them to ac 
promptly when they become satisfied 
that nn epidemic has started. Tak 
the case of the smallpox ia the Icdiai 
School near Carson not long since. Bj 
prompt action it was held right than 
and soon overcome. 
Had it been lefi 


to the public to manage, ^ there cai 
scarcely bu a doubt that the diseast 
would have spread and been the ciust 
of no end of sickness and perhapi 
many deaths. 


|The Bourd also becomes very essen 


tial to the people of tbe State in caser 
where the Removal of dead bodies it 
desired, for certainly they are mucl 
better judges of the danger there ma; 
be to the public in so eh removals thai 
anybody else, and we suggest if sucl 
mattsrs are to be under the control o 
recognized authority, a State Board o 
Health is just what is needed in th< 
premises, and, too, the experience o 
other States in such matters should gi 
for something. They have found i 
necessary to have health officers ti 
watch over and have charge of matter.- 
pertaining to the good health, of th.
